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LETTER OF UNDERSTANDING 
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Beijing 

November 17, 1983

Excellency: 

Thank you for your letter of November 17, 1983 on 
the subject of U.S. sales of high technology to China. 
My government appreciates the arrangements which your 
government has put in place through the Ministry of 
Foreign Economic Relations and Trade to protect sensitive 
equipment and technology sold under export license to 
China from unauthoriied transfer to third countries. 
The arrangements which you have instituted, along with 
those we have with other friendly countries, help ensure 
that sales of advanced technology from the United States 
will be adequately safeguarded from retransfers which 
could potentially have an adverse effect on U.S. national 
interests. 

My* government views such steps as an indication of 
the Chinese Government's concern in this regard and as • 
a very positive step in the development o2 U.S. -China 
technology exchanges.
